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NHS winners and losers

HEALTHWATCH Dorset say there are 
“winners and losers” following the de¬ 
cisions made by members of Dorset 
Clinical Commissioning Group’s (CCG) 
governing body on the future of the 
county’s healthcare. 

The Linden Unit in Weymouth is to close, ma¬ 
ternity and paediatrics in the west of the 
county will be shared between Dorset County 
Hospital (DCH) and Yeovil District Hospital 
(YDH), and the major emergency hospital for 
Dorset will be at Bournemouth, after health 
bosses approved changes for services in the 
county. 

Members of the governing body unanimously 
agreed all the recommendations set out in the 
CCG’s Clinical Services Review, which in¬ 
cluded making DCH the planned and emer¬ 
gency hospital, Bridport Hospital becoming a 
community hub with beds and for Poole Hospi¬ 
tal’s maternity and A&E facilities to be trans¬ 
ferred to Bournemouth. 

Campaigners gathered at the Dorford Centre 
in Dorchester last week as board members met 
to make the final decisions. 

Westhaven Hospital will close once staff and 
services are transferred to Weymouth Commu¬ 
nity Hospital and the 15 beds from the Linden 
Unit will be relocated to St Ann’s Hospital in 
Poole, but four new beds will be located at 
Forston Clinic in Dorchester. 

It was also agreed to have a community hub 
without beds on Portland, but this may not be 
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at the current Portland Hospital. 

Following the meeting, Martyn Webster, 
manager of Health watch Dorset, said the deci¬ 
sions mark the beginning, not an end, and that 
residents’ concerns will not go away. 

He said: “There will be winners and losers 
after today’s decisions. 

“For the winners, services will improve and 
they will find they are getting better access to 
better care. 

“For the losers, they will find that community 
beds in their own area have gone and/or they 
are having to travel further to get the acute hos¬ 
pital services they need - and those longer jour¬ 
neys will have potential of putting them at 
more risk than they were before. 

“Today’s decisions mark a beginning, not an 
end. 

“The concerns local people have will not go 
away and, in the years to come, health bosses 
will need to show even more that they are lis¬ 
tening to those concerns, taking them seriously 
and involving local people in the design of fu¬ 
ture services.” 

Although maternity and paediatric services 
at DCH are not being transferred to the east of 
the county, it is still unknown which services 
will be based at DCH or YDH, with more con¬ 
sultation on these plans expected to take place. 

Despite this, Patricia Miller, chief executive 
at DCH, said that the hospital “absolutely sup¬ 
ports the changes”. 

She said: “To be able to continue to provide 
our services is critical. 

“We absolutely support the recommendation 
to work more closely with Yeovil.

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Inquest hears delay in treatment contributed 
to Bridport teenager’s death in Cambodia 


A BRIDPORT teenager died 
while travelling in Cambodia 
due to a delay in treatment, an 
inquest has found. 

Kit Mallinson was in the 
country for his gap year and 
had already spent seven weeks 
in Borneo as a Raleigh Inter¬ 
national volunteer. 

He was taken ill with pneu¬ 
monia on a night bus journey 
to Siem Reap in December and 
later died in hospital. 

The inquest, which took 
place in Bournemouth, heard 
that ambulance medics ini¬ 
tially refused to take Mr 
Mallinson to hospital as they 
thought he did not have his 
medical insurance documents. 

They were, however, in his 


bag, but no one looked for 
them, and the police took the 
teenager to a local hospital 
with inadequate facilities. 

He was then transferred to 
the private Royal Angkor In¬ 
ternational Hospital where he 
died in the early hours of De¬ 
cember 14th. 

The coroner concluded the 
delay in treatment contributed 
to his death. 

The hearing was told the 
British Embassy was not noti¬ 
fied until the next day. 

Coroner Rachel Griffin con¬ 
cluded that “on the balance of 
probabilities, the delay in his 
medical treatment was con¬ 
tributory to his death”.

Citizens Advice on hand to help residents 
with the Dorset roll out of Universal Credit 


CITIZENS Advice across Dorset are helping peo¬ 
ple get ready for Universal Credit as it rolls out 
in full across the area. 

Although the charity continues to ask the gov¬ 
ernment to pause the roll-out of Universal Credit 
until problems with the benefit are fixed, the roll 
Dorset is still set to start from October. 

Universal Credit is a new benefit which helps 
people on a low income or not in work meet their 
living costs. It combines six benefits, including 
Housing Benefit and Tax Credits, into a single 
monthly payment. 

At the moment across Dorset Universal Credit 
is only available to single jobseekers but later 
this year parents, couples and people who can’t 
work because of their health who make a new 
claim will also receive it. Universal Credit is 
being rolled out gradually across the area. 


Free prostate 
tests for men 

FREE blood tests are being offered to men, 
aged 45 or over, to determine their risk of de¬ 
veloping prostate cancer. 

In the UK last year 47,000 men were diag¬ 
nosed with prostate cancer. Almost 11,000 
men die of this disease annually, but it caught 
in the early stages, the cure rates are now 
more than 80 per cent. 

A simple blood test called the' PSA test' can 
determine whether you are at risk, but this is 
not currently routinely offered to men by the 
NHS. 

Dorset Prostate Cancer Support Organisa¬ 
tion (PCaSO) in conjunction with the New-Man 
Prostate Cancer Support Group will be offer¬ 
ing free PSA testing in Lyme Regis on Satur¬ 
day, October 14th at the Woodmead 
Halls from 9.40 until 1.20pm. 

The testing is conducted by trained phle- 
botomists who take samples which are then 
sent to Dorchester hospital laboratory for 
analysis. These tests have been undertaken 
over the past four years by voluntary support 
organisations across the UK, and so far 
70,000 men have been tested. In Dorset the 
figure now exceeds 3,000. Individual results 
are obtained within a few days. 

Tests are in 20 minute appointments, so to 
book yours just call Paul Nichols on 01308 
458222 or Jim Davis on 01202 580436. 

Unfortunately, tests cannot be guaranteed 
for any men who arrive without an appoint¬ 
ment. 


In West Dorset and Weymouth and Port¬ 
land it will be put in place in December. 

Citizens Advice is highlighting what 
changes are due to take effect, namely 
around how Universal Credit is paid, i 
so that people can prepare before apply¬ 
ing for the new benefit. 

The three changes Citizens Advice 
across Dorset say people need to be 
aware of are: 

• Universal Credit payments are paid 
monthly, rather than being paid every week. 

• Payments will go straight into a claimant's 
bank account. This means people may need to set 
up their own standing orders for expenses like 
rent if it was paid directly to their landlord under 
the old Housing Benefit system. 

• New Universal Credit applications, and any 
change in your circumstances, need to be made 
online. 

With most people facing a six week wait for 
their first Universal Credit payment, Citizens Ad¬ 
vice is encouraging people to apply for an ad¬ 
vance payment if they’re concerned about 
meeting their living costs in the meantime. The 
advance payment is a loan and will have to be 
paid back. The charity is actively raising the 
waiting time for first payments and other con¬ 
cerns with the government. 

There are 8 Citizens Advice offices covering the

whole of Bournemouth, Dorset 
and Poole. Of the 27,000 people 
they helped last year, over 
9000 people raised 23,900 ben¬ 
efit issues. Problems with 
benefits are always some of 
the most common problems 
that they see and this is ex¬ 
pected to increase when Uni- 
versal Credit is rolled out to 
more people. 

Caroline Buxton, Executive Manager 
of Citizens Advice in Dorset, said: “Universal 
Credit is the biggest ever change to the benefits 
system, so it’s important people get support while 
they get used to the new system. 

“Most of the queries we’ve helped with so far 
have focused on people wanting to know how 
Universal Credit works and how to apply, and 
we’d expect that to continue during the full roll 
out. 

“We can help people at every stage of the appli¬ 
cation process- from guiding someone through 
the online application form, or offering budgeting 
advice to help people best manage their monthly 
payment.

Police officer dismissed without notice 


A DORSET Police officer has 
been dismissed without notice 
from the force after a special 
case hearing. 

The allegation was that the of¬ 
ficer, who cannot be named for 
legal and safeguarding reasons, 
conducted a sexual relationship 
with a vulnerable victim who 
he had met in the course of his 
duties. As a result of this rela¬ 
tionship, the officer breached 
the police standards of profes¬ 
sional behaviour. 

The officer met the victim 
when he attended an incident 
in which she had been sexually 
assaulted. Although he was not 


the designated officer in the 
case, he did subsequently visit 
her to check on her wellbeing. 
Soon after the incident he 
started to communicate via mo¬ 
bile phone with the victim 
which developed over time into 
a sexual relationship. 

In determining that the offi¬ 
cer should be dismissed with¬ 
out notice, Chief Constable 
Debbie Simpson said: “This 
was a serious breach of Police 
(Conduct) Regulations 2012. The 
fact that he instigated and 
maintained a hidden sexual re¬ 
lationship with a vulnerable 
victim of abuse severely under¬ 


mines the trust and confidence 
required in providing a polic¬ 
ing service. 

“Each role within the police 
family impacts on maintaining 
trust and confidence and pro¬ 
fessional behaviour is neces¬ 
sary in all roles, not just 
frontline operational posts. I 
therefore believe it to be unten¬ 
able that an officer who has ad¬ 
mitted gross misconduct in the 
circumstances outlined in this 
case can hold a position within 
the police service. I am confi¬ 
dent that I would be supported 
in that assertion by members of 
the public.” 
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Public express anger over buses 


PUBLIC transport was the topic of discussion 
at both the Bridport and Beaminster town 
council meetings recently, with many resi¬ 
dents turning out to express their anger and 
views of the new No 40 service. 

Bus operator First Dorset and Dorset County 
Council were blasted for lack of communica¬ 
tion as many users had no warning of the 
changes and many aspects of the service are 
still ambiguous.

“It makes sense that we work together to 
provide good services in one cooperative 
way.” 

DCH NHS Foundation Trust also welcomed 
the option to work with YDH, in order to 
“provide a sustainable and safe service for 
women and children”. 

A spokesperson said: “Our consultant pae¬ 
diatricians and obstetricians will continue to 
work with their colleagues in Yeovil on the 
best possible solution for the local popula¬ 
tion. 

“Any proposed changes to services in either 
hospital would be subject to further local 
public consultation by both Dorset and Som¬ 
erset CCGs as appropriate.” 

A spokesperson for the South Western Am¬ 
bulance Service Foundation Trust (SWASFT) 
said the service was “confident that the pro¬ 
posals will have minimal impact on the deliv¬ 
ery of emergency ambulance services across 
Dorset”. 

They said: “We are also confident that pa¬ 
tients with time critical and life threatening 
conditions will be able to reach the best hos¬ 
pital to meet their needs within a clinically 
safe time. 

“We also completely welcome the commu¬ 
nity hub proposals, which will help us better 
manage over half the patients that call 999 for 
an ambulance in Dorset, that don’t need to be 
conveyed to hospital.” 

Concerns have been raised that the review 
was a stepping stone towards privatisation, 
but Tim Goodson, chief officer of Dorset CCG, 
said that has never been the case. 

He said: “The clinical services review for 
the outset has been NHS led; it’s been the 
NHS clinicians and mangers that have really 
been at the forefront of this. 

“It’s not been a process where we have been 
engaging with the private sector; that hasn’t 
been the focus of this review at all. 

“It has probably been misrepresented that 
it has been. I assure you this has all been 
about Dorset’s NHS and the future of Dorset’s 
NHS services.” 


The service was taken over by First Dorset 
from Damory after First was awarded the 
schools contract and no longer serves Bridport 
Hospital, Court Orchard, Gerrards Green, 
Netherbury or Broadwindsor. 

Bridport resident Bob Driscoll said: “With no 
notice at all that I am aware of, we have lost our 
hourly service to Bridport Hospital; that is cut 
off, Netherbury is cut off and Broadwindsor is 
cut off. 

“The hourly service between Bridport and 
Beaminster is now every two and a half hours. 

“Nobody from north of Beaminster can even 
come in to Bridport for a day trip anymore be¬ 
cause the first arriving from north of Beamin¬ 
ster arrives in Bridport at 11.11am and the last 
departure from Bridport, back to Yeovil via 
Mosterton, is 11.27am.” 

Resident Anna Lovell called for Bridport Hos¬ 
pital to be serviced by the No 40 bus, after it 
was cut from the timetable. 

She said: “There are pensioners in this town 
that cannot walk from the centre of town up to 
the hospital. 

“Some pensioners get on the bus just from the 
bus stop before the hospital because they can’t 
stand the slope at all. 

“I understand there is a legal requirement for 
the local authority to make access to medical 
venues possible and the fact that they haven’t 
been talking to Dorset Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) isn’t good enough.” 

Bridport mayor, Cllr Anne Rickard, sympa¬ 
thised and said that the town council are doing 
what they can to help the issue. 

“It is dreadful news, I can’t think why this is 
allowed to happen - it clearly isn’t a service. 

“Please don’t think that we are sitting on our 
hands with this. 

“We really are trying hard to get something 
done about this because we are no happier abut 
this than you are.” 

Town clerk Bob Gillis explained plans for a 
community bus service in Bridport, with a re¬ 
port on the options coming back to the town 
council in November. 

The feeling of “abandonment” was the same 
in Beaminster when dozens of residents filled 
the Skyrm Room in the public hall for the town 
council’s meeting, calling for the full route - 
including the Saturday service - to be rein¬ 
stated. 

Resident Sheena Fox said: “I am speaking for 
everybody, from Bridport Hospital to Yeovil 
bus station - we need more buses, we need a 
full route back for everybody concerned. 

“They don’t want to go on community trans¬ 


port, they don’t want to be told to go out once a 
week, it is very difficult for the elderly and dis¬ 
abled to get to the community buses. We want 
Saturday back - it is needed.” 

One resident from Broadwindsor expressed 
her anger at the village no longer having a bus 
service and lack of communication from 
county councillors. 

She said: “I really think we have been com¬ 
pletely and utterly left and abandoned and a lot 
of people are very unhappy.” 

Alison Mitchell said that situation is increas¬ 
ing the social divide. 

She said: “Most of the people who cannot af¬ 
ford a car, cannot afford driving lessons are on 
a low income and they are the people who are 
going to suffer. 

“Yet we have a Tory government that says 
they want equality for people... how is that 
happening in Beaminster?” 

Cllr Rebecca Knox, county councillor for 
Beaminster and leader of Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil, explained that they are looking at opening 
the closed route for students travelling to and 
from Yeovil College to commuters and that 
they are gathering data on who uses the bus 
and when. 

She said: “The more we can get this informa¬ 
tion, the better and we can have these conver¬ 
sations with first about amending the current 
published 40 timetable, which is obviously not 
fit for purpose.” 

Cllr Chris Baker said that the situation can 
only be described as a ’’disaster” and chal¬ 
lenged Cllr Knox that more could have been 
done. 

He said: “The decision making around this 
whole process I think is highly questionable 
and could be subject to judicial review because 
the choice was made to move from Damory. 
You said the Damory service wasn’t working, 
but it was working a darn sight better than the 
current situation. 

“You have a team of professionals - I some¬ 
times wonder - at county hall, who should be 
on top of this. What you’re coming up with is a 
total piecemeal approach which will never 
work with this community age and demo¬ 
graphic. 

“People want a reliable service which they 
know will turn up on time and they know that 
timetable in advance, and that is where we 
were. 

“I think the sooner county council actually 
admits it made a mistake and tries to 
resolve this with 
a more sensible, 
coherent and unified 
way the better.” 


Woman rescued from 
Thorncombe Beacon 

A WOMAN was taken to Dorset County Hospi¬ 
tal after she was found near Thorncombe Bea¬ 
con on Saturday night (September 23rd). 

The whole West Bay Coastguard - including 
a further six officers from Lyme Regis - Dorset 
Police, the police helicopter and the South 
Western Ambulance Service were called in to 
help with the search. 

The coastguards were paged by Solent 
Coastguard to reports of a high risk female 
who had gone missing from Eype. 

Six rescue officers from the West Bay team, 
including the team's station officer, quickly re¬ 
sponded, picked up their equipment and 
headed to Eype Beach. 

The flank team at Lyme Regis were paged to 
provide back up and a further six coastguard 
officers were sent to assist, along with Dorset 
Police and the NPAS police helicopter. 

A spokesperson for West Bay Coastguard 
said: "Under the command of the West Bay of¬ 
ficer in charge, a hasty search of the immedi¬ 
ate area around Eype, including the beach, 
was carried out with nothing found. 

"The search was then widened and search 
teams were sent along the coastal paths from 
Eype and also from Seatown. 

"The casualty was located near the top of 
Thorncombe Beacon by Coastguard officers 
where she was given first aid before being 
conveyed to Dorset County Hospital for on¬ 
ward care and treatment. 

"We wish the casualty a speedy recovery 
and wanted to thank our Coastguard col¬ 
leagues from Lyme Regis, as well as the police 
and ambulance service in what was a great 
multi-agency effort, ending in the safe return 
of a missing person." 
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■ STAFF at Hays Travel in Bridport 
have raised an amazing £500 for 
the Bridport Hat Festival charities 
by sitting two of their team in a pad¬ 
dling pool filled with baked beans 
for much of 'Haturday' on Septem¬ 
ber 2nd.

Objections to hall solar panels 


BEAMINSTER residents have 
raised their objections to the 
town council’s plans to install 
32 solar panels on the public 
hall. 

The application for alter¬ 
ations at Beaminster Public 
Hall and the installation of 
solar panels has been submit¬ 
ted to West Dorset District 
Council by Beaminster Town 
Council, which shares the 
building with the Fleet Club. 

It seeks permission to intro¬ 
duce further storage space 
and to fit a disabled toilet on 
the ground floor, amend ac¬ 
cess into the Skyrm Room and 
to install solar panels on the 
roof. 

In the design and access 
statement, compiled on behalf 
of the applicants by Robbie 
Roskell architectural and 
building consultants, it states: 
“The main access into the 
public hall will be retained un¬ 
changed, as will the door lead¬ 
ing to the Fleet Club on the 
first floor; this will, however, 
no longer form the main en¬ 
trance but will be retained as 
secondary means of access/ 
fire exit. 

“The main hall will have a 
screen and doors erected to 
make the area of the room 
under the balcony into a 
seperate room, inner lobby. 

“Within this lobby, a dis¬ 
abled toilet room will be con¬ 
structed on the northern side. 

“On the southern side of the 
inner lobby, a new doorway 
will be created giving access 
to the Skyrm room. Existing 


doorways from the main hall 
to the Skyrm Room will be 
blocked up. 

“The proposals to the ‘origi¬ 
nal’ section of the building in¬ 
volve the introduction of new 
partition walls and infilling of 
existing openings without loss 
of historic fabric. 

“The remaining works will 
see ‘modern’ additions - store, 
boiler house - removed and re¬ 
placed with similar and sim¬ 
pler structures, together with 
alterations to the ‘modern 
wing’, which will greatly im¬ 
prove the accessibility to the 
first floor Fleet Club without 
impacting on the buildings 
principle elevation. 

“The introduction of dis¬ 
abled toilet facilities on the 
ground floor will provide a 
much needed facility with 
minimal disruption to the 
plan form of the building. 

“The solar/PV panels on the 
roof will be hidden from view 
by the modern flat roofed two 
storey extension which runs 
the length of the site.” 

Residents, however, have 
voiced their concerns to the 
solar panels on the planning 
authority’s portal. 

Bryan Dyer commented: “It 
is a Grade II listed building. 

“Its facade should be pro¬ 
tected for all but the most com¬ 
pelling reasons. This is not a 
compelling reason; it is a box 
ticking reason. 

“The listed building sits very 
near the centre of a designated 
conservation area. 

“It is not just old structures 


that should be conserved, but 
the views and the sight lines. 
These panels will affect and 
modernise the views. 

“If panels are installed, then 
the precedent is set for many 
other solar panel installations 
to follow, further impairing 
the conservation area.” 

Fellow resident Emma Poe 
also said that the solar panels 
will have a detrimental effect 
on the appearance of the 
building. 

She said: “I cannot under¬ 
stand why this proposal is 
being considered in view of 
the fact that we are in the mid¬ 
dle of the Beaminster conser¬ 
vation zone. 

“My neighbour was refused 
permission to change his let¬ 
terbox! 

“I would also point out that 
the town hall faces east/west, 
which will reduce the effec¬ 
tiveness of solar panels. 

“The proposals will cer¬ 
tainly adversely affect the 
view from my house.”

“The town council, being the 
applicant, will not be making 
a comment.”

Here's the town crier, persuaded 
out of retirement with a new hat 
and the fact that now, shorn of 
South Street's traffic noise and 
pollution, he can once again 
breathe and be heard: the free 
electric bus service, circling the 
town centre and linking the sub¬ 
urbs, is to be every five minutes! 

Likewise the bus from the 
Broomhills park-and-ride is so 


busy there's talk of converting it 
to an ultra-lightweight tram. 

Not everyone's happy. The mid¬ 
dle-aged petrolhead with a pint 
too much ale inside him reckons 
his human rights've been in¬ 
fringed because he can't drive 
straight through town between 
ten and four. 

But the kids laugh at him: why 
own a car when the buses with 
wi-fi are so much better and the 
car club does good deals when a 
car's essential? 

Even the petrolhead admits he's 
been able to tighten his belt a 
notch now he walks into town. 

And then there's that transport 
historian (yes, that's me), still 
banging on about how close a 
call it was in 2017, even though 
we've had pedestrianisation for 
over 50 years and studies show 
that despite businesses' worries 
about deliveries and loss of trade, 
most times a trial shows how 
problems can be solved and then 
profits go up....

Leave South Street as it is! 


■ WITH reference to the 
suggested closing of South 
Street, I - as a lifelong resi¬ 
dent of this town and also a 
person who spent his first 25 
years living in the street - 
would like to make a few 
comments on this abso¬ 
lutely stupid idea. 

Firstly, I would suggest 
that the main cause of the 
traffic problems is caused 
by the light controlled cross¬ 
ings at the traffic lights. 

These crossings take far 


too long to operate once ac¬ 
tivated and do not give folk 
long enough to cross, there¬ 
fore holding traffic longer 
whilst the slower individu¬ 
als cross. 

Also another minus factor 
is the fact that some people 
will press the button to 
cross when no traffic is com¬ 
ing then cross causing an 
unnecessary stop to traffic 
movement, causing hold 
ups. 

These crossings should be 


removed, the pedestrian 
crossing which was across 
the road by the HSBC bank 
replaced therefore giving 
the town three crossings for 
each street which worked 
perfectly well for the last 70 
plus years of my lifetime. 

Junction pedestrian op- 
perated crossings cause 
more problems than they 
are worth. 

Another factor which 
causes problems is the 
amount of vehicles on our 


roads these days; let’s face 
it, many families have three 
cars. 

It’s not the street at fault it 
is the traffic and for sure 
Gundry Lane would not 
cope with the extra use; not 
only that, there would be 
chaos at the mini round¬ 
about at the exit from the 
Coach Station.

Vearse Farm: authorities are passing the buck 


■ YOUR report (Sep 20th) 'DCC with¬ 
draw Vearse Farm objections' demon¬ 
strates the considerable extent of 
'buck passing' between authorities. 

It is a travesty of the facts for the 
Highways Authority to withdraw ob¬ 
jection and for the 'submitted Trans¬ 
port Assessment' to express 
satisfaction that local streets provide 
'a safe and attractive place for all road 
users', that 'the local highway net¬ 
work has sufficient capacity to safely 
accommodate the additional devel¬ 
opment traffic', and that 'the Trans¬ 
port Assessment is satisfactory and 
robust'. 

The pictorial dossier with text and 
diagrams circulated by the AD- 
VEARSE group to councillors and oth¬ 
ers holding relevant responsibility 
shows that B3162 is at present an un¬ 


safe roadway with perilous pave¬ 
ments. 

Doubling of the traffic flow gener¬ 
ated by the proposed Vearse Farm 
development will hugely increase the 
dangers for all road users, vehicles, 
cyclists, pedestrians and mobility ve¬ 
hicles. 

Furthermore, the emergency ser¬ 
vices will be the first to be called to 
the scene of any accident. 

I have earlier this year told Bridport 
Town Council and WDDC, in writing, 
that sooner or later there will be a fa¬ 
tality on the B3162 at West Allington. 

There has been inadequate re¬ 
search 'on the ground' of relevant 
facts on B3162 and Magdalen Lane. 
WDDC have been warned in writing 
of the risks and dangers. 

Be assured that those responsible 


for deciding on the Vearse Farm pro¬ 
posal will be exposed to risks of 
claims and litigation, if this scheme is 
approved against the advice and 
warnings given by the public. 

Should a major catastrophe or a fa¬ 
tality occur, those risks will involve a 
Public Inquiry, followed by court pro¬ 
ceedings. 

If negligence, even gross negli¬ 
gence, on the part of the decision¬ 
makers or their advisers is proven, 
each individual will be held account¬ 
able; the risk of severe damages and 
costs awarded against the defen¬ 
dants will attach to each individual 
for life. 

There will be no escape!

Tish sadly died on March

been unsuccessful so ap¬ 
proached the town council for 
help. 

Trevor Ware, chairman of 
the Bridport Area Develop¬ 
ment Trust, the charity be¬ 
hind the LSI restoration 
project, also attended the 
meeting to tell councillors 
about the work hub space and 
what the grant would be spent 
on. 

He said: “The work hub is a 
place where young en¬ 
trepreneurs and people with 
projects can come and rent a 
desk collectively, plug them¬ 
selves in to very high speed 
broadband and have all the fa¬ 
cilities that you need for work¬ 
ing on tech based businesses 
or things that require a lot of 
communication and connec¬ 
tivity. 

“There are 10 desks, which 
are critical to the success of 
the LSI because the LSI is 
there as a pump primer for 
new businesses in Bridport, 
and particularly as a way of 
getting young people starting 
businesses, developing ideas 
and staying in Bridport, 
rather than moving into Lon¬ 
don or to Bournemouth. 

“It is really important that 
we fit out the desks, work hub 
spaces, absolutely right and 
that is why we have come 
to ask you for help in doing 
that. 


“The request for the amount 
of money is on the hope that 
you as a committee would 
agree to give us that grant and 
I then, as chairman of the 
trust, can get match funding 
for the other half. 

“The grant will pay for the 
desks and very good chairs. 
People bring in their own kit, 
the only piece of kit, which we 
are not asking for help for, 


will be a state of the art 
printer. 

“Each desk will have a 
locker, which is needed for 
people to put their bag, papers 
and belongings. 

“The most important thing 
is that fact that these people 
will be working together be¬ 
cause most of these people 
share. 

“It’s the sense of a collective 


group of people coming up 
with ideas, giving a little 
nudge to each other and help¬ 
ing.” 

Cllr Sandra Brown offered 
her support to help the project 
and said: “It sounds like a 
very worthwhile use of our 
money.”

LEGENDARY TV naturalist Sir David Atten¬ 
borough has officially opened the Mary Anning 
Wing of the Lyme Regis Museum, the new ex¬ 
tension which was built earlier this year. 

In a speech to more than 200 museum support¬ 
ers and funders, Sir David emphasised the im¬ 
portance of Lyme Regis to the development of 
the science of geology, and made special refer¬ 
ence to Lyme’s very own renowned paleontolo¬ 
gist Mary Anning. 

Sir David, the museum’s most famous patron, 
unveiled the new sponsors’ plaque in the en¬ 
trance to the museum, before enjoying a tour of 
the new fossil gallery led by noted geologist and 
museum trustee Tom Sharpe. 

Whilst at the museum Sir David met with 
children from St Michael’s and Mrs Ethelston's 
primary schools, and together they investi¬ 
gated local fossils in the museum’s new Fine 
Foundation Learning Centre. 

David Tucker, director of Lyme Regis Mu¬ 
seum, said: “It has been wonderful to have Sir 
David visit us. 

“We take our education role very seriously, 
and I hope the children who met Sir David will 
go away inspired. Who knows, there might be 
another great budding scientist in their midst.” 

Mr Tucker added: “It was splendid that Sir 
David was able to help us thank the Heritage 
Lottery Fund, Dorset Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship and other institutions who have funded 
the Mary Anning Wing. 

“We are immensely grateful for their support 
and will continue to do all we can to protect 
Lyme’s heritage and contribute to the local 
economy.” 

At the event Stephen Boyce, chairman of the 
HLF South West Committee, said: “Home of ge¬ 
ological and charitable ‘firsts’, the inspiration 
of literary greats and the place to go for gener¬ 
ations of people fascinated by fossils, Lyme 
Regis has an extraordinary, rich heritage. 

“Thanks to money raised by National Lottery 
players, the new Mary Anning Wing provides

an incredible gateway into that heritage and 
into the inspiring story of its namesake and the 
museum’s fascinating collections.

Dorset LEP chairman Gordon Page said: 
“Dorset LEP is pleased to have secured local 
growth funding from the Government to sup¬ 
port this worthy project to benefit the local 
area and economy. 

“Tourism is a key sector for Dorset and this 
impressive addition to one of Dorset’s much¬ 
loved museums will help to contribute to the 
wider economic well-being of the region 
through the creation of jobs, and increased vis¬ 
itor numbers and local spend.” 

Speaking to the View from, Sir David said the 
town was the birth place of geology and 
palaeontology and heaped much praise on 
Lyme Regis’ most famous daughter, Mary An¬ 
ning: “It was her birth place. She was a remark¬ 
able woman from every point of view and a 
rather fashionable heroine now, in the way 
that human beings are now looking at them¬ 
selves. 

“Here was a woman, who didn’t have the vote, 
couldn’t own land, and here she was beating 
the learned professors of Oxford and Cam¬ 
bridge at their own game. 

“If you look at the letters and documents, you 
will find letters from Mary Anning saying ‘no, 
no it wasn’t like that - this animal did this’ and 
so on. She was an extraordinary, self taught sci¬ 
entist. 

“I think the gentlemen were quite generous 
in their view of Mary Anning, they raised 
money for her, they helped her when they 
could but, my goodness, the women in the 
1820s, 30s and 40s needed all the help they could 
get and particularly an unmarried woman

“She must’ve been as strong as anything, you 
look at some of these animals - their skulls are 
massive and weigh half a tonne, and she exca¬ 
vated it.” 

Sir David also added that the youth of the 
town, that he had a chance to meet and take 
questions from earlier in the day, should be ex¬ 


cited by having the Jurassic Coast on their 
doorstep. 

“It was all fascinating to me as a boy to think 
that this thing that was living, died, and is now 
encased in rock, which a few million years ago 
wasn’t even rock. It’s all on their doorstep and 
ready to be explored and studied.” 



West Bay playwright Ann 
Jellicoe dies aged 90 


PLAYWRIGHT Ann Jellicoe, a 
prominent female voice in a 
generation dominated by the 
'angry young men' who trans¬ 
formed British theatre in the late 
1950s and early 1960s, has died 
at the age of 90. 

Ann Jellicoe, who lived in West 
Bay, was born on July 15th 1927 
in Middlesbrough. 

She trained as an actor at the 
Central School of Speech and 
Drama and came to national at¬ 
tention in 1958 when her first 
play, 'The Sport of My Mad 
Mother', won The Observer 
newspaper's playwriting com¬ 
petition and was staged at Lon¬ 
don's Royal Court Theatre. 

She left London for Lyme 
Regis in 1975 with her husband, 
the photographer Roger Mayne, 
and started what was to be¬ 
come a highly influential career 
in community theatre. 

She wrote a play about the 
Monmouth rebellion, 'The Reck¬ 
oning' (1978), for Woodroffe 
School, which was staged, with 
a cast of 80 amateurs and a few 
professionals, by the University 
of Exeter, with financial support 
from local trusts and charities, 
as well as the local council, 
which supplied a large banner 
and plenty of chairs. 

She founded the Colway The¬ 
atre Trust (now Claque Theatre) 
in Dorset in 1979, where she 
championed large-scale com¬ 
munity plays, acting as play¬ 
wright and director. 

She also commissioned lead¬ 
ing figures such as David Edgar, 
Howard Barker, Fay Weldon and 
Charles Wood to write plays 



based on local stories and per¬ 
formed by large casts of local 
people. 

The company's first play, 
'Edgar's Entertaining Strangers', 
was also staged at the National 
Theatre in 1987, with Peter Hall 
directing a company led by Judi 
Dench and Tim Pigott-Smith. 

Prior to her move to Dorset 
she had scored an international 
success with her play 'The 
Knack' (1962) which made an 
unusual, quirky star of Rita Tush- 
ingham on stage and with 
Richard Lester's 'Swinging Lon¬ 
don' 1965 screen version, which 
won the Palme d'Or at Cannes. 

The film starred James Bolam, 
Julian Glover and Philip Locke, 
the three men circling Tushing- 
ham as the girl who comes to 
the house they share. The play 
was also directed in New York 
by Mike Nichols. 

She founded and directed the 
Cockpit Theatre Club to pro¬ 
duce experiments on an open, 
Elizabethan-style stage, the first 


in London for 400 years. 

David Edgar invited her to join 
his writers' group (along with 
Arnold Wesker, John Arden, 
Keith Johnstone and Wole 
Soyinka). 

She continued writing and 
also translating, first Ibsen's 
'Rosmersholm', starring Peggy 
Ashcroft and Eric Porter in 1959, 
and then, in the West End in 
1961, Ibsen's 'The Lady from the 
Sea' starring Margaret Leighton, 
Vanessa Redgrave and John 
Neville. 

Her 1964 translation (with Ari¬ 
adne Nicolaeff) of Chekhov's 
'The Seagull' for the English 
Shakespeare Company at the 
Queen's was an unforgettable 
occasion, starring Devine as 
Dorn, Ashcroft as Arkadina, 
Peter Finch as Trigorin, Red¬ 
grave as Nina, and Peter 
McEnery as Konstantin. 

Paying tribute, collaborator 
and friend Edgar said: "Ann 
challenged existing theatrical 
form with 'The Sport of My Mad 
Mother' and invented a new one 
with her community plays. 

"She could be a little grand - 
her husband Roger remarked 
that he was Tory in attitudes but 
radical in manner, while Ann 
was the reverse. 

"But she was able to cajole 
writers, directors and designers 
to work for a pittance and to in¬ 
spire thousands of ordinary 
people to do extraordinary 
things, and make great pieces 
of theatre thereby. 

"She was a living demonstra¬ 
tion of how theatre changes 
lives."

Three fire crews were called to the scene 
but there were no reports of injuries. 


Record summer for Red Admirals 


IT'S been a record summer 
for one of our much-loved 
butterfly species - despite the 
wet weather. 

The Red Admiral has seen 
its numbers rise by 75 per 
cent compared to 2016. 

More than 73,000 were spot¬ 
ted during a three-week 
count run by Butterfly Con¬ 
servation who are based in 
Dorset. 

But wet July 
and August 
weather 
meant that 
2017 was not 
a vintage 
summer for 
the UK's 
three com¬ 
mon species 
of white but¬ 
terfly all ex- 
per iencing 
declines. 

The admiral boom 
was helped by a good year in 
2016 followed by a mild win¬ 
ter and warm spring this 
year. 

Red Admirals that had 
overwintered in the UK and 
fresh immigrants arriving in 
spring from southern Eu¬ 



rope enjoyed an early and 
successful breeding season 
giving rise to a bumper sum¬ 
mer brood. 

Although a common sight 
in gardens, a few decades ago 
the Red Admiral was strictly 
a summer visitor to the UK. 
Butterflies arrived from 
warmer parts of Europe in 
the spring and summer, bred 
here and then their offspring 
flew south before winter. 

While migration is still a 
major feature of the Red 
Admiral's lifestyle, many 
now overwinter in the UK 
and it is the most 
commonly 
recorded butter¬ 
fly during the win¬ 
ter months. 

The Red Ad¬ 
miral was 
pipped to the 
top spot in this 
year's Big Butterfly 
Count by the Gatekeeper 
which was the most com¬ 
monly seen species with 
93,171 counted in total, a 24 
per cent increase on last 
year's result. 

A record 60,000 participants 
took part in the count, the 


world's largest butterfly sur¬ 
vey, counting more than 
550,000 individual butterflies 
during the three-week, high- 
summer recording period. 

Butterfly Conservation's 
Head of Recording, Richard 
Fox said: "It hasn't been a 
vintage summer for butter¬ 
flies, but there have been 
some real positives. 

"The flurry of Red Admi¬ 
rals on buddleia bushes, 
vivid golden Commas hold¬ 
ing territories along the 
hedgerows and beautiful 
flecks of blue and orange 
among the long grass as 
Common Blues and Small 
Coppers made the most of the 
sunshine before the next 
shower. The Big Butterfly 
Count is sponsored by Wait- 
rose. Tor Harris, Head of 
Sustainability and Responsi¬ 
ble Sourcing said: "We're re¬ 
ally happy our support of the 
Big Butterfly Count has 
helped such a large number 
of people get involved in 
wildlife research.

Winter hours for 
recycling centres 

FROM Sunday 1 October, Dorset residents will 
be able to visit their local household recycling 
centre (HRC) daily from 10am until 4pm. 

Entry is still free of charge, with the vast ma¬ 
jority of items still free to drop-off. 

The Dorset Waste Partnership (DWP) oper¬ 
ates two sets of opening hours at all their 11 
HRCs throughout the year, based on demand 
for services, cost-savings and health and safety 
practices. This effectively means shorter peri¬ 
ods during the winter and longer opening 
hours throughout the summer. 

HRCs are open all year, except for Christmas 
Day, Boxing Day and New Year’s Day. 

The overwhelming majority of items taken to 
these HRCs continue to be accepted free of 
charge, including but not limited to: 

• Furniture (including sofas, mattresses etc.) 

• Small and large electrical items (inc. fridges, 
freezers, washing machines, dishwashers etc.) 

• Wood and timber 

• Metals 

• Clothing and textiles 

• Garden waste 

Glass, paper, plastic, cardboard, newspapers 
and magazines should be recycled using the 
Recycle for Dorset kerbside service, but all 
these materials are also accepted at HRCs free 
of charge. 

There are a few materials that incur a modest 
charge at the HRCs, but this is easily payable 
on site by all popular payment methods. The 
charges go directly toward the running of the 
sites and maintaining the service for all resi¬ 
dents. 

There are no fees for entry to the HRCs, al¬ 
though van drivers are asked to apply for a per¬ 
mit before visiting as there are restrictions on 
use. This is a quick and simple process, with 
an immediate approval in most cases. 

Commercial waste (waste produced from 
commercial activity) is not accepted at local 
HRCs. 


AGE SPACE, the national organisation that 
provides a one-stop online resource for people 
seeking advice and support for elderly par¬ 
ents and relatives has launched a new hub for 
Dorset. 

As Older People’s Day approaches on Octo¬ 
ber 1st, research commissioned by Age Space 
shows that more than half of all Britons aged 
over 45 are giving practical, financial, health 
or personal care to ageing parents. 

The “Keeping Mum” study by Britain 
Thinks, looked at the emotional impact cop¬ 
ing with elderly relatives was having on hun¬ 
dreds of families across the UK and found 
many were beset by feelings of guilt, loss, fear 
and doubt. 

More than 28 per cent of the population of 
rural Dorset is aged over 65, compared to the 
national average in England and Wales of 18 
per cent. The number of over 65’s in the 
county is set to increase by 50 per cent over 
the next 25 years. 

Dorset County Council has identified that 
many more families will need to act as carers 
if the system is to cope adequately in the fu¬ 
ture. Elderly care accounts for more than 55 
per cent of the current social care budget in 
the county. 

Age Space has been set up to offer practical 
help, advice and support for anyone dealing 
with an increasingly frail or dependent loved 
one and its online community also provides a 
forum to let off steam or seek answers when 
things get too much. 

Co-founder Annabel James, 53, whose par¬ 
ents Jimmy and Jane James live in Ware- 
ham, came up with the idea when she and a 
friend found themselves discussing issues 
facing their own parents. They wanted to cre¬ 
ate a resource that could help bridge the gen¬ 
erational gap and break many of the taboos 
people face when talking about parents’ fail¬ 


ing health, such as incontinence and demen¬ 
tia. 

Annabel says: “Because of my own experi¬ 
ence and that of my parents, who are in their 
80s, I knew that Dorset would be the perfect 
area for our second local online hub. 

“There is a lot of great information and or¬ 
ganisations providing help in the county, but 
it can be hard to navigate, particularly in a 
crisis situation. I wanted to provide a single 
source and a trusted guide to help people 
make the best decisions with, and for, their 
elderly parents.” 

The Dorset site signposts to services across 
Dorset, and offers guidance on all aspects of 
elderly care, particularly around funding and 
choosing care; there is a directory of Dorset- 


based services for elderly people, a calendar 
of local activities, forums, blog posts and arti¬ 
cles from partners including Poole-based 
Prama and Poundbury Wealth Management 
in Dorchester. 

Annabel James adds: “Our research shows 
the need for much better information and 
signposting to advice and support for the gen¬ 
eration that has the responsibility of ‘parent¬ 
ing the parent.’ 

“This is a major issue for employers, com¬ 
munities and families and is one that we need 
to confront collectively to ensure that our age¬ 
ing population receives the very best care.”

ANXIETY and stress can often create 
symptoms that in time cause illness. 
Anxiety is known to produce noticeable 
physical symptoms, such as rapid 
heartbeat, high blood pressure, and 
digestive problems.

We just had our first big fight. 

Now what?

Wille and the Bandits 
to play Palace gig 


WILLE and the Bandits go further than is ex¬ 
pected of a band operating in the Rock arena, 
they are carrying the genre into unknown ter¬ 
ritory, mixing award winning musicianship 
with the ability to produce intoxicating songs 
without compromise. Each Bandit can be seen 
at points playing instruments simultaneously, 
some of which, such as the tongue drum, 
mohan venna and djembe, are rarely seen in 
western music and almost never in the Blues 
Rock scene. 

The lyrics of many of Wille Edwards’ songs 
delve deep. Some lead us through a journey of 
self realisation, others paint a picture that 
unashamedly draws on global issues such as cli¬ 
mate change and immigration for inspiration, 
but in a package which doesn’t sound preten¬ 
tious, forced or preachy. Like many great bands 
they deliver their message by the power of song, 
and when revealing the heavier angry side of 
their music they can rock out with the best as 
tours with Deep Purple have proven. And yet, the 
softer side of Wille and the Bandits has almost 


peotic, athemic qualities which draws compar¬ 
isons with Bob Dylan and Ben Harper. 

The bands’ strength as musicians and their 
ability to pull in lovers of all types of music has 
seen them play Rock, Folk, Blues and Jazz festi¬ 
vals globally to critical acclaim. There are not 
many people who watch this band, regardless of 
music taste, and don’t leave with their jaw 
firmly planted on the ground.
